United States. The Commission, however, has been informed that
sald claimant returned»to fhe United States on Auvgust 14, 1969
and was given information Eoncerning-the filing of claims for any
property which miight have been taken by the Govermment of Cuba.

The claimént has not contacted the Commissien. Accordingly, since
no claim has been asserted for interests in propexrty which was nation-
alized, ekpropriated or otherwise taken by the Goverument of Cuba, it is
